over 400,000,000 of greenbacks out, 
which we have agreed to redeem on 
demand. If any little panic occurred 
there would be a run, and if there was 
nothing to pay with there would be a 
smash—Ep. Gazette]. The nationa! 
banks. should be wiped out. They 
pay no taxes, and draw interest on 
their stock in trade. They are stronger 
than the Government itself, and money 
is tight or plenty at their will. An- 
other object of the national party is 
to keep gold, silver and greenbacks at 
par. He said a few years ago all 
three were different; gold was _ the 
standard, greenbacks 88, trade dollars 
92, and half dollars 96. He gave the 
half dozen greenbackers in Congress 
credit for bringing them all to par. 
There are men, however, who believe 
that the resumption act helped to 
bring the greenback to a level with 


gold. That the bill which allows half 
dollars, quarters and ten cent pieces 


to be exchanged for gold at the Treas- 
ury helped subsidary silver, and that 
the withdrawat of the trade dollar and 
the issue of standard dollars abolished 
that difference. Another hobby of the 
nationals is public lands? They must 
not be given away. He believes these 
reforms could not be made by the 
old parties, but it could by the new 
party, for itis created for that one pur- 
pose.

His speech was a genuine surprise to 
all but those who have heard him in 
There was no spread eagle 
oratory, but a calm, logical discussion 
of the merits of the two parties, He 
did not claim that the State of Nevada 
would go to the bow wows unless he 
was élected, In all important issues 
that effected Nevada he acknowledged 
that the State would receive the same 
benefit whether he or his opponent 
were elected, but the choice was be- 
tween a Republican and a Democrat, 
and as a faithful representative cf his 
party he asked for their indorsement.
